Also, God gave me _ the 
opportunity to build the Chapel 
in Lexington, Miss. for our 
students there. So as America 
Celebrates her 200th birthday, I

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PENTECOSTALS EXCEL OTHER 
DENOMINATIONS IN BIBLE STUDY HABITS 


Inresponse to the statement, “The 
Bible is the inspired Word of 
God and is completely accurate 
and true,” 85.5% of Pentecostals 
affirmed this as true, topping the 
Baptists (72.2%) and almost 
doubling the national response 
of 44.6%. The lowest 
Pentecostal. response (1.6%) was 
to the statement ‘““The Bible is 
an ancient book of history and 
moral precepts recorded by 
men,” compared to the national 
average of 22.1%. These figures 
were compiled by the Christian 
Bible Society in a_ recent 
nationwide survey of Bible 
reading habits. 


The survey, commissioned by 
the Christian Bible Society to 
study Bible reading and study 
habits, Bible preferences, and 
Bible ownership, was. done by 
the National Family Opinion, 
Inc., during the month of 
October, 1978. The 5000 
families studied were preselected 
to conform to. the latest 
available U.S. Census Data for 
population density, geographic 
distribution, age, family income, 


and family size. 


When asked their preferences 
concerning specific versions, 
Pentecostals overwhelmingly 
chose the KING JAMES 
(59.7%.) Following by a wide 
margin was the LIVING BIBLE 
(12.9%.) Other versions drew 
close responses: GOOD NEWS 
(3.2%, ) NEW AMERICAN 
STANDARD (1.6%,) and 
REVISED STANDARD (1.6%.) 
‘The KING JAMES also drew the 
highest average of "all 
denominations throughout the 
nation, 34.87%. 


Pe ntecostals outdistanced all 
other denominations when asked 
about their Bible reading habits. 
97.4% said that they read the 
Bible more than 26 times a 
month, compared to a national 
14.5%. Running second to the 
Pentecostals are the Baptists, 
with a total of 25.2% who read 
the Bible more than 26 times a 
month. Pentecostals also had the 
lowest response among those 
who said that they do not read 
the Bible at all (14.5%;) national 


average response was 33.0%. 


The study revealed that better 
than 98% of all American homes 
contain at least one Bible, and 
the national average is nearly 4 
Bibles per home. 


The nationwide survey also 
confirmed the estimates that 
many people are participating in 
some kind of small group Bible 
study. 31% of the families 
studied had at least one member 
involved in regular group Bible 
study, and the statistics on 
group participation remained 
constant for nearly all 
denominational groups. 


The Christian Bible Society is a 
public foundation whose 
purpose is to promote the 
reading and study of the Bible 
through research, public media, 
and church programming. The 
ministries, financial support, and 
administration of the Society are 
interdenominational.

Saturday morning, November 
LP tOtS. - athe 0:00;, a.m... a 
Hospitality Breakfast Banquet 
was given at the Rivermont 
Holiday Inn. The setting was a 
very beautiful one as our 
International Hospitality 
Hostess, Missionary Freddie Bell 
brought to our hearts a very 
beautiful breakfast with 
highlight remarks from various 
officials concerning the 
International Women’s 
Convention to be held in 
Chicago, Illinois, May 22, 
through 27, 1979. Perhaps the 
thing that impressed me the 
most during this breakfast was 
to hear from the motherly, 
scholarly, beautiful, saintly, 
Supervisor of Southern 
California, Mother L. O. Hale.

Mother Hale (and God knows 
that if she is anything she is a

Pentecost is a word which we 
Pentecostals hold dear to our 
hearts. It is not only the root of 
our brand name, but it provides 
us with our most precious and 
distinctive doctrines; Pentecost 
affords us the key to full 
Christian living and witnessing. 
It speaks to us of our most 
treasured experiences in Christ, 
and makes it possible for us to 
express, our deepest devotion, 
and highest praise. 


WHY WE SPEAK IN TONGUES 


We believe that for one. to be 
Pentecostal, one must identify 
with the experiences that came 
to the followers of Christ, on the 
day of Pentecost; that is to say, 
one must be filled with the Holy 
Ghost in the same manner as 
those who were filled on that 
occasion. We believe, as is stated 
on page 52 of The Church of 
God In Christ Official Manual, 
that, “The Baptism of the Holy 
Ghost is an experience 
subsequent to conversion and 
sanctification.”’ That is to say, 
one must be saved and sanctified 
before one can receive the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost. The 
Holy Ghost does not come to 
save, but He comes because we 
are saved. The Church of God In 
Christ Official Manual continues 
in the same paragraph to say,

“If only I had known”, quipped 
Helen, “‘I would have listened to 
my doctor’’. 


Today, twenty years later Helen 
age 68, thinks back to the advice 
given: “Exercise regularly, slow 
down a bit, get into a group, 
read a book and keep your 
faith.” 


“If only,” she thought. “Here I 
am a little chunky, tiring easily, 
sort of out of it.” 


Preparing for aging actually 
begins the day we’re born. We 
face each day with challenge and 
let the aging process take care of 
itself. But when we: suddenly 
find ourselves pushing 50, or just 
a little over, we wish the speed 
law of 55 applied to age. Since it 
does not, is there anything we 
can do to plan ahead for those 
years called “Golden” but which 
we fear mean ‘“‘Rusted’’? 


Fortunately, there is. Here are 
several areas of preparation. 


Physical health--Proper exercise 
throughout life means a level of 
activity that gives a reserve of 
energy after a normal day’s 
work. Running, tennis, 
swimming, and so on provide 
excellent forms of exercise if 


done regularly. One helpful 
book is Total Fitness by 
Laurence Morehouse. He 


describes a physical fitness plan 
that almost anyone can use. It is 
always wise to check with the 
physician before starting a new 
program. 


Social activity--Strong family 
relations are the most important. 
Spending time with people now, 
builds a close friendship later on. 
Even volunteer work can 
continue after retirement. Boy 
Scouts and the like give 
Opportunity for service and 
social usefulness. Senior Citizens 
Clubs can be fun. Travel, 
meals, games and 
friendship are all available. 


Mental activity--Reading builds 


knowledge. The news keeps us 


on top of things. Special TV 
programs keep our curiosity 
fanned. Try taking a class at a 
community college. Or the 
American Association of Retired 
Persons has other suggestions in 
the monthly magazine Modern 
Maturity. Join this group when 
reaching age 55. 


Emotional health--Most of us do 
exercise, and read, and entertain. 
But emotionally, aging is fearful. 
Believe it or not, growing old is 
okay! We all do it; some just 
have more experience. The most 
scary thing is the unknown. So 
reading a book like Passages by 
Gail Sheehy can be a great 
preparation. Before exploring 
those things you never had time 
to before. It is liberating when 
Maggie Kuhn, founder of Gray 
Panthers (an active voice for the

“‘tongue-speaking is the 
consequence of the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost.” 


It is urgent however, that we 
understand the _ difference 
between tongues as a sign and 
tongues as a gift. There is a clear 
difference in operation, as well 
as in purpose, between the sign 
and the gift of tongues. 


In the Acts accounts, the sign of 
tongues was evident. In these 
cases, all who were filled with 
the Spirit spoke with tongues. 
However, we see in Corinthians 
12:10, 11, 30 that the gift of 
tongues is not given to all; It is 
divided as the spirit wills. 


Again in I Corinthians 14, the 
gift of tongues is restricted in 
public worship. Speaking in 
tongues is forbidden when no 
interpreter is present (Acts 
14:28.) Contrarily, no 
restriction of any sort on the use 
of the sign is found in the book 
of Acts. The sign is given as 
evidence of the arrival of the 
Holy Spirit and the Gift is given 
primarily to provide edification. 
If these distinctions are kept in 
mind a_ great deal of our 
confusion can be avoided. 


Let us now consider “Tongues as 
the initial evidence of the Spirit” 
and then “Tongues as a gift of 
the Spirit.” 


TONGUES: THE INITIAL 
EVIDENCE OF THE BAPTISM 
OF THE SPIRIT 


Nothing concerning the 
Pentecostal experience has 
provoked more debate, division 
and confusion than the question 
of the initial evidence of the 
baptism of the Holy Spirit. We 
believe there is a specific sign of 
receiving the Holy Spirit and it is 
the speaking in other tongues or 
the glossolalia. Let us examine 
the biblical descriptions of 


several instances when the Lord 
baptized or filled people with 
the Holy Spirit. These instances 
are recorded in the book of 
Acts. 


1) On the Day of Pentecost, a 
group of approximately 120 
men and women, the apostles 
included, with Mary the Mother 
of Jesus, was assembled in an 
upper room in Jerusalem. They 
were praying and waiting on the 
fulfillment of the Lord’s promise 
to send them another comforter 
(John 14:16.) “Suddenly there 
came a sound from heaven, like 
a rushing mighty wind and it 
filled all the house where they 
were sitting and tongues of fire 
sat upon each of them and they 
were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost, and began to speak with 
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other tongues, as the Spirit gave 
them utterance” (Acts 2:4.) 
Notice that it is stated in Acts 
1:15 that men and women were 
present in the company and in 
Acts 2:4 we are told that all 
were filled with the Holy Ghost. 
Peter’s statement in Acts 2:15 
that, “These are not drunk as ye 
suppose ...” indicates the entire 
120 were speaking in other 
tongues. Joel’s prophecy quoted 
by Peter further emphasizes that 
both men and women were 
included in this fulfillment (Acts 
2:16.) They had also received 
the fulfillment of the Lord’s 
promise of power after the Holy 
Ghost had come upon them 
(Acts 1:8.) Some of the 
phenomenal occurances of the 
initial outpouring may be 
considered dispensational but 
the glossolalia became and 
remains until this present day 
the standard evidence of the 
initial reception of the Holy 
Spirit.

XII. TEACHING BY 
GOVERNED PRACTICE 


The age-old saying, .‘‘Self 
experience is the best teacher’”’ is 
true but a course in her college 
will cost one greatly. Many times 
a teacher detects that one of the 
greatest errors in her group is a 
quick decision. The scholars will 
give their ideas in a most rude 
manner when actually, they do 
not have any cause, and no 
grounds to base their ideas on. 
They do not think, their 
questions have no meaning and 
they are unable to weigh 
soberness. They are not 
cognizant of the need of right 
thinking. In situations like this, 
the teacher will have to stir up 
thought. This can be done by 


MISTAKES TO AVOID IN BIBLE STUDY 


SCRIPTURAL MEANING 
CANNOT BE INCLUSIVE: 


It is often claimed that passage 
in Scripture means whatever one 
understands it to say. It is 
almost undemocratic to say that 
one interpretation is better than 
another. 


But doesn’t Scripture means 
what it means to me? The 
answer is, no. Scripture means 
only what the author had in 
mind when he wrote what he 
did. 


But can’t a_ statement in 
Scripture mean different things 
to different people? 


Different people can read the 
same sentence and come up with 
different meanings, but the only 
valid meaning is what was 
intended by the author. Since 
words are no more than verbal 
symbols they may (and usually

do) strike different people in 
somewhat different ways. Yet 
the only true meaning of a 
statement is what the author 
intended to say when he chose 
the particular set of verbal 
symbols he did to communicate 
his idea. 


An illustration will help. What 
does the expression “at last’ 
mean? Think of several settings 
in which it could be used. Joe 
loves crossword puzzles. He has 
been trying to think of a 
five-letter word for a _ small 
anchor; it begins with a ‘“‘k.” 
Without it he can’t finish off the 
last few squares of the puzzle. 
Then he remembers the word, 
kedge. “‘At last,” he exclaims. 


Or how about the girl who has 
been waiting several years for a 
young man to propose marriage. 
When he finally broaches the 
subject she murmurs to herself, 
“At last.” Or the sailor caught in 


the doldrums who, after many 
days, watches the breeze begin 
to stir--“‘At last.” 


What does “at last’? mean? It 
doesn’t mean anything until it is 
put into a specific context. And 
when it is placed in context it 
means only what the person who 
says it intends. 


Back to the crossword puzzle 
fanatic. It is possible that by ‘‘at 
last’? he could have meant “at 
last I can wrap up this puzzle 
and go to bed.” Or he could 
have meant “‘at last I’ve finished 
a whole puzzle without using the 
dictionary.” Let’s say that you 
think the first and I the second. 
Who is right. Neither one of us if 
in fact he meant “at last I’ve 
completed a puzzle that I started 
four days ago.” 


By now it should be obvious

asking questions that must be 
answered by clear thinking or by 
using the Debate System. 


Different Systems may be used 
when teaching by governed 
practice. When a scholar is rude 
or disrespectful, he may be made 
to change his manner by the 
unfavorable response of his 
fellow classmates. 


Teaching by governed practice 
will prepare a child to be helpful 
in the service of the Lord. The 
Teacher has a chance to control 
his very actions. 


XIII. THE EXAMINATION 
AND INSTRUCTION 


In order for a lesson to remain in 
your mental faculty, an 
examination and instruction of 
the material is necessary. Since 
the beginning of schools, a test 
of the work has been found to 
be valuable to the student. For 


the result of the lesson. a review 
is always in order. This can be 


done by a summary of the 
findings. 


We do not want to overuse this 
system, but the examination and 
instruction system can be used 
often by freshing up new 
illustrations and_ rephrasing. 
When a scholar is doing memory 
work, let him correct the 
pronunciation of words as he 
goes over the material first. 
Make certain that he 
understands the meaning of the 
words. Give a breakdown of the 
entire passage. Last, give him the 
right expression so that his 
meaning will be made plain to 
others. This gives him the feeling 
that he is acquiring something 
now every time he repeats the 
material and it will not be boring 
to him. 


For example, we will assume 
that the adult class is studying 
the missionary of Jesus. For the 
examination and instruction or

SIS. DORIS P. HILL 
C.0.G.1.C. at 1408 Davis 
Avenue. In 1965, God began to 
use her at Teen Challenge in Los 
Angeles, California. While she 
was serving at Teen Challenge, 
God called her mother to be 
with Him and she returned to 
her native home here in Mobile. 
This was Sept. of 1966. Her 
name is Doris Hill. Being an 
inspired person, and sensitive to 
the Holy Ghost, God showed her 
the need for a drug recovery 
center in Mobile. Then no help 
was available for drug addicts 
here. 


Sister Hill was led by the Lord 
to organize a Community 
Project which is now known as 
Inspiration For Youth (IFY.) 
The purpose of IFY is to reach 
the drug addict for Christ and 
help prevent the spread of drug 
abuse. In order to reach our 
goals, we write to and _ visit 
prisoners many, who are there 
because they had drug problems. 
We also maintain a 24 hour 
hot-line service and conduct 
workshops. Inspiration For 
Youth will operate a two - story 
Residential Drug Recovery 
Center as soon as God provides 
the funds to meet city buildings 
and fire standards. This will cost 
approximately $5,000. The [FY 
office is operated from the 
future Residential Center. 


Sister Hill has gone through 
much suffering because she 
dared to believe that God could 
do all things. After all these 
years, she still believes this. She 
started with nothing but, she has 
made tremendous progress 
because she has not given up the 
fight! 


By obeying God, she put the 
City and County of Mobile on 
the spot. They had to do 
something - so, they began to do 
their thing. 


Sister Hill is dedicated and very 
much mission minded. Even 
though she has not received the 
support needed, people in the 
community of many other faiths 
have to stand up and take notice 
of this courageous young woman 
because of her stickability! They 
say, “any one else in_ her

elderly), realized she had 
absolutely nothing to lose when 
retiring at age 65. She was free 
to think, do or talk. Today, at 
86, she is still deeply involved in 
human rights. 


Men and women over the age of 
70 have given this advice in 
preparing for aging. ‘Don’t 
worry, just take a day at a 
time.” ‘Don’t take problems 
personally.” ‘‘Hang in there.” 
“Be happy.” 


Sounds simple doesn’t it? Well, 
it’s not. But it isn’t hopeless 
either. These folks say it is the 
attitude, not the money or 
health, that makes aging fun. 


Spiritual preparation--Accepting 
aging is a spiritual issue more 
than anything else. Read Baul 
Tournier’s Learn to Grow Old 
for an excellent study. When 
God created humanity, aging 
was a part of the plan. Spiritual 
preparation means having the 
right relationship with God. 


A strong faith is one suggestion 
my elderly friends say is 
important. God has promised to 
be with us even to old age 
(Isaiah 46:6). With that promise 
we can move through life 
confidently. And if confident, 
whatever comes our way is seen 
as part of God’s plan. He does 
give patience and comfort. That 
kind of promise can make aging 
a positive experience. 


The second aspect of preparing 
for aging spiritually is to be 
involved in spiritual upbuilding 
for older people. Whether 
friends or family, seeing to it 
that the church community 
meets the ‘‘beyond bread 
needs,” of personal identity, 
dignity and spiritual wellbeing is 
crucial. 


A sure. spiritual basis for 
ourselves is vital. Commitments 
to accept God’s promise and 
presence can make aging less 
worrisome. Willingness to help 
others maintain their dignity and 
identity while they age will help 
us prepare for that day. 


Postponing birth would be the 
best way to prepare for aging. 
Since that’s not possible the 
suggestions above are next best. 
Consistency is the key. Fads pass 
and prove nothing. But living a 
consistent life in exercise, eating, 
service, reading, will add 
confidence and probably years. 


It is never too late to start. It 
gets harder each year, but if we 
plan in our minds to use the 
strength God gives, even daily 
exercise can be maintained. A 
positive attitude with God’s 
promises and presence, will 
make aging a challenging time of 
life. 


For valuable Bible study on 
aging, trace these passages. 
Abraham is promised a “good 
old age”’ (Gen. 15:15). Old age is 
known for “‘wisdom and length 
of days is understanding” (Job 
12:12). Old age bring anxieties 
and limits: “‘Cast me not off in 
the time of old age; forsake me 


not when my strength faileth” 
(Ps. 71:9). “The glory of young 
men is their strength, but the 
beauty of old men is their hair” 
(Prov. 20:29), implying that 
physical power is replaced with 
wisdom. Among the disabilities 
acknowledged in Scripture to go 
with old age are failing eyesight 


(I Sam. 19:35) and _ poor 
circulation (I Kings 1:1-4). 
Eccles. 12: 1-5 details the 


natural observer’s fear of aging. 


For the people of God, the 
promise of Isaiah 46:4 “Till you 
grow old I am he, and when 
white hairs come, I will carry 
you still; I have made you and I 
will bear the burden, I will carry 
you and bring you to safety.” 
The same faith is reflected in 
David’s prayer in Psalm 71:18: 
“Now also when I am old and 
greyheaded, O God, forsake me 
not; until I have showed thy 
strength unto this generation 
and thy power to every one that 
is to come”. Respect and honor 
for the aged was required of the 
younger people, as taught in the 
fifth commandment and such 
passages as Leviticus 19:32. The 
assumption was that those who 
live long have God’s blessing (Ps. 
91:16). Yet the “grey head is a 
crown of glory if it is gained in a 
righteous life” (Prov. 16:31). 
Not age itself, but age that has 
come to know God’s secrets and 
has enjoyed God’s righteousness 
is the honorable quality.

that the task of interpretation 
forces us to discover what the 
author intends by the words he 
uses-not what we are able to 
attach from without as a 
probable meaning. This calls for 
a thorough knowledge of the 


original language, an 
understanding of the social. 
Political and _ religious 


background of the passage, and a 
sensitivity to the theological 
world view of the author. 


Biblical interpretation is no 
simple matter. While its central 
truths are open and available to 
all, the meaning of its many 
less-clear passages calls for 
careful exegesis by those trained 
in biblical studies. 


When I lecture on the parables I 
normally write on the board 
Jesus’ parable of the woman 
who hid leaven in three measures 
of meal until it was all leavened. 
What does the parable mean? 
Rarely do two students come up 
with the same answer. What is 
always surprising is the ease with 
which they can rest comfortably 
with the idea that the parable 
means anything anyone wants it 
to. Totally diverse meanings can 
be held simultaneously without 
concern for contradiction. 


What the parable of the leaven 
mean? It means exactly what 
Jesus intended when he spoke it. 
And what was that? A thorough 
study of parables coupled with 
an adequate understanding of 
the Kingdom of heaven will 
yield an answer. The answer will 
always be not what it means to 
me but what he intended. 


Is it impossible then for words 
to have multiple meanings? Of 
course not. That is part of the 
problem. I may assign my own 
meaning to a statement and gain 
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considerable personal help from 
the insight. I am in error only 
when I claim that my meaning is 
in fact the essential intention of 
the author when I know it isn’t. 


Jesus was crucified between two 
thieves-one repented and the 
other one did not. I have heard 
that this means that the whole 
world is divided by Christ into 
those who repent and those who 
do not. However, that Jesus was 
crucified between two thieves is 
more than a_ geographical 
accident. He might as well have 
been crucified on one of the 
outside crosses-or with a half 
dozen criminals. That the three 
crosses can be used to illustrate 
the truth that all mankind does 
in fact divide into believers and 
unbelievers (no question about 
this) is not the same as saying 
that, that is what the physical 
location of the crosses mean. 


Theologians talk about “‘sensus 
plenior” or the full meaning of 
Scripture. What is meant by this 
is that Scripture is capable of 
infinite application. Truth 
becomes existential when related 
to an actual situation in life. The 
steadfast love of God is grasped 
differently, for example, when it 
is personally experienced in a 
time of spiritual need. The truth 
doesn’t change. Its significance is 
grasped in a more personal way. 


But “‘sensus plenior’ doesn’t 
mean that Scripture means what 
it means to me. My experience 
of truth doesn’t alter the truth. 
It only helps me to grasp it in a 
new and personal way. 


Our responsibility is to discover 
what God is saying in Scripture. 
We want to hear his voice. He 
does not say a dozen things at 
once. When we have discovered 
what he has to say then we can 
allow the Holy Spirit to relate 
the truth to the specific 
circumstances of our life. This 
will not produce new meaning. 
It will simply lead us into the 
personal benefits which result 
from the application of truth to 
life.

2) In Acts 10 we have the record 
of the outpouring of the Spirit 
in the house of Cornelius at 
Caesarea. This event, too, was 
dispensational in that it is the 
first time the Spirit was poured 
out upon people other than 
Jews. However, the glossolalia 
was the one unquestionable 
evidence that Cornelius and the 
other gentiles had received the 
Holy Spirit. Peter and those who 
came with him were 
“astonished”’ that these gentiles 
had received the Holy Spirit 
(Acts 10:45.) But how did they 
know that these gentiles had 
received the Holy Spirit “For 
they heard them speak with 
tongues, and magnify God” 
(Acts 10:46.) Peter then 
declared, ‘‘Can anyone forbid 
water for baptizing these people 
who have received the Holy 
Spirit just as we have (Acts 
10°477) JNotice, “Peter 
acknowledges that this event was 
the same as the _ initial 
outpouring on the Day of 
Pentecost. 


3) In the account of the 
Samaritans receiving the Holy 
Spirit, (Acts 8:5-25) there is no 
direct mention of speaking in 
tongues but this does not refute 
the claim that glossolalia is the 
initial evidence of the baptism of 
the Holy Spirit. While there is no 
mention of speaking in tongues, 
there is ample evidence that the 
phenomenon was present to the 
extent that it convinced Peter, 
John and Simon, the ex-sorcerer. 


There had to be some obvious, 
outward sign that was 
unmistakable and exciting to 
provoke a man as shrude as 
Simon to offer money to the 
apostles in an attempt to obtain 
that awesome power (Acts 
$:109)) 


4) The event of the Ephesian 
believers receiving the baptism 
of the Holy Spirit (Acts 19:1-7) 
is another instance when the sign 
of speaking in tongues is present. 


It is also interesting to note that 
no dispensational claim can be 
made here because there was no 
racial significance involved, 
neither was there any diversity 
of languages for which to 
compensate. The glossolalia in 
this instance can be attributed to 
no other purpose than to reveal 
the presence of the Spirit of 
God.

drill, allow one pupil to give the 
location of the cities on the 
map, let another tell something 
interesting about the cities as 
they are shown, let another tell 
of the happenings that took 
place in the various cities on the 
map, let another tell of some of 
Christ’s teachings and practices 
in those cities. 


Do not overlook the 
examination and_ instruction 
system, but make certain that 
they are made interesting to the 
scholars. 


XIV. CLIMAX 


Regardless to how good a system 
is, you cannot apply one system 
to every lesson. After a lesson 
has been well prepared by the 
teacher, she can better decide 
the system in which she is going 
to present it to her class. It may 
become necessary to use the 
Value System, The Debate 
System and The Sight System all 
in one lesson. The essential point 
to bear in mind at all times is to 
teach a lesson that will hold the 
attention of every scholar from 
start to finish. Make your lesson 
so enthusiastic that every scholar 
will appreciate it. Make the life 
of Jesus outstanding and have 
them without know Him, life is 
in vain.

TELLING 


Story-telling has always been in 
demand when imparting truth 
and information in an effective 
way. The background of peoples 
and nations was handed down 
through generations by _ the 
telling of stories before the 
printed records were used. 
During those times practically 
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every community had a 
story-teller, the more popular 
name was Minstrel, who told or 
sang of the wonderful works and 
achievements of great men. 
These traditional stories often 
founded on some fact of nature, 
or an event in the early existence 
of a people, and embodying 
religious belief, idea of the 
world, was always appreciated 
by any group. This custom yet 
remains in China. Her 
professional story-tellers visit 
from one tea house to the other, 
telling stories of the past. The 
enthusiasm of these stories is 
great. 


I. THE STORY 
FORCE 


AND _ ITS 


1. It creates interest. The Public 
speaker gets the attention of his 
audience by telling an interesting 
story. A minister, when he 
discovers that he has lost the 
attention of his congregation, 
regains the wander minds by 
telling an interesting story. 


2. It excites Passion. The force 
of any story lies in the sense of 
exciting passion or emotion, and 
the passion creates the will, the 
will brings a person into action. 


3. It guides the Action. The 
above reading shows the reaction 
of the passion and the will. 
When a story fails to guide the 
action although it does excite 
passion, it does more harm than 
good. 


4. It gives Helpful Knowledge. 
After a story creates interest, 
excites passion, and guides the 
action, it must give helpful 
knowledge in a way that it will 
stamp the memory. 


II. CONSTRUCTING THE 
STORY 


Interesting stories, no matter 
how they differ in the subject 
matter, the structure is the same, 
they are constructed around the 
same support. 


1. There must be a Scheme or 
Plot. The scheme or plot is as 
necessary in writing or telling a 
good story as a blueprint is to a 
carpenter when he builds a 
house. Before one begins to 
write a story, he must have 
clearly in mind: (1) His object 
(The aim of the story; (2) The 
cast; (3) The happenings; (4) 
The manner in which the 
happenings will take place and 
the place of each member of the 
cast will play in any one 
happening; (5) The connection 
of the happenings to the entire 
story, also the connection of 
each happening as to what was 
done before and to what will 
come after. 


2. Enlarging the Scheme. The 
scheme of the story is like the 
skeleton of the body and no 
skeleton is an attractive thing to 
look at. Before a skeleton is 
presentable, the bones are 
covered with clothes.
